; ed and Unfair" Methods of Trust— 


Wants a •Receivership 


Washington, Dec. 31.—In a printed 


brief of 208 pages, Attorney General 
Wickersham and his special assistant, 
J. C. Reynolds, presented to the su- 
premo' court of the'United' States the 
case of the government In the famous 
tobacco trust .cases, which will be 
argued next week in that court. 


The cases were tried in the United 


States circuit court for the southern 
district of New York, which, alter 
dismissing the petition a's to foreign 
tobacco companies and some of the 
r.ubordlnate American companies, ad- 
judged the others to be parties to au 
unlawful 
conspiracy 
and 
enjoined 


them from continuing their operations 
and from engaging in interstate com- 
merce. 
•-The attorney general takes the posi- 
tion that those findings, sweeping as 
.they seem to have been, were not 
broad enough, and he asked the su- 
preme court to so widen their scope 
as to take in the foreign companies 
and some individuals who were re- 
lieved from the operation of the ver- 
dict. 
Many other extensions of the 


judgment are also requested. 


After showing that in 1890 compe- 


'tilion was free, the various coalitions 
are traced in the document, and facts 
are given to show that the combina- 
tion has grown until Its combined as- 
sets amount to ?400,000,000. 


It Is asserted that the combination 


manufactures all of the cigarets for 
export and almost three-fourths of the 
smoking tobacco and of the cigarets 
for domestic sale, more than three- 
fourths, of the plug, twist and fine cut 
tobacco, and almost all of the snuff 
and little ^cigars that are made. 


It is declared that "the defendants 


have persistently 
exercised 
duress, 


have practised 
wicked and unfair 


methods and used, their great power 
In oppresive ways." 


'Further, it is asserted that they 


'have been actuated by a fixjd purpose 
Ip destroy competition 
and 
obtain 


monopolies. 


Coming down to specific instances 


relative to the operations of the trust, 
It is declared that substantially all 
established jobbers in New England 
"were induced to throw out Independent 
products, as were those of Philadel- 
phia, New York 
and many 
other 


specified places. 
: The advertising 
methods 
of the 


trust are referred to ns a means of 
Influencing both business and public 
sentiment, and It is said that not less 
than $10,000,000 were expended in 
tills way in the -single year of I90G.

The bulletin states that the as-

J DO not think trades unionism was greatly aided by tho attempt 


to drag all organized labor into, politics and to induce it to vote 


one way; but that does not prevent my placing a proper estimate up- 
on the immense- good for labor in general which its organization! and 
its efforts to secure higher wages have accomplished. ' ' ' 


I know there is an element among employers of labor and In- 


vestors of capital which is utterly opposed to the organization of la- 
bor. I cannot sympathize with this element in the slightest degree. 
I think it is a wise course for laborers to unite to defend their inter- 
ests, it is a wise course for them to provide a fund by which, should 
occasion arise ap.d strikes or lockouts follow, those who lose their 
places may be supported pending an adjustment of the difficulties. 


I think the employer who declines to deal with organized labor 


and to recognize it as a proper element in the settlement of wage con- 
troversies is behind the times. 


There is not the. slightest doubt that if labor had remained unor- 


ganized wages would be very much lower. It is true that in the end 
they would probably be-fixed by law of supply and demand, but gen- 
erally before this law manifests itself there is a period in which la- 
bor, if organized and acting together, can compel the 
employer 


promptly to recognize the change of conditions and advance wages to 
meet a rising market and an increase in profits; and, on the other 
hand, can delay.the too quick impulse of the employer facing a less 
prosperous future to economize by reducing wages, v; '. 


There is a higher standard of living among American laborers 


than in any country in the world and while there have doubtless been 
a good many other reasons for this, certainly the effect of the organ- 
ization of labor has been to maintain a'steady and high nice.ot wages 
making such a standard of living possible. 


Nothing. I have said or shall say should be construed into an at- 


titude of criticism against or unfriendliness to those workingmen who 
for any reason do not join unions. Their right to labor for such wages 
as they choose to accept is sacred and any lawless invasion of that 
right cannot be too severely condemned. All advantages of trade un- 
ionism, great as they are, cannot weigh a feather in the scale against 
the right of any man lawfully seeking employment to work for whom 
and at what price he will. And I say this with all the emphasis pos- 
sible, even though the fact is that if I were a workiugman I should 
probably deem it wise to join a union for the reasons given.
